Epehy Among Many Villages Captured by British | 


'Haig’s Forces Smash Through 


Advance by British Strengthens 
Powerful Grip on St. Quentin; 


French in Important Operation 


Tanks Render Haig’s Troops 


Invaluable Service—Epehy, Too. 


Strongly Held for Frontal Attack, Is Outflanked on Both 
Sides and Huns Are Squeezed out 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE,. Sept. 18.—The_ British 
troops made a powerful attack 
against the German lines to the west 
and northwest of St. Quentin today 
and most important results were ac- 
complished. A deep advance into the 
enemy territory strengthened the al- 
ready powerful grip the British have 
on St. Quentin, one of the most 
strongly foriified parts of the Hin- 
denburg line. 

To the south, the French co-operat- 
ed in what is likely to prove an opera- 
tion of vast importance, with respect 


to the Hindenburg defensive  posi- 
tion. 
The assault began at dawn. Un- 


fortunately rain began to fall about 
two o'clock and when the 
went over the top the ground was al- 
ready slimy and hard to negotiate, 
especially when the ridges were 
reached and the men had to charge 
up them. Tanks accompanied the 
troops and rendered invaluable ser- 
vice in the early stages of the con- 
flict which waxed warm from the 
start. 

The British preliminery bombard- 
tment was brief and was folllowed by 
the customary barrage for the pro- 
tection of the advancing infantry. The 
Germans immediately replied with a 
vicious fire from large numbers of 
guns concentrated behind the St. 
Quentin canal, 

Airplane observation was impos- 
sible during the first hours of the 
fighting from either side, so that the 
gunners were shooting by map and 
were therefore greatly handicapped. 

Huns Squeezed Out of Epehy 

On the north, Peizieve and a 
strongly fortified sugar factory to the 
northeast were taken by storm, after 
hard fighting. Epehy proved a tough 
nut to crack. Here the famous Al- 
pine corps had been brought up, and 
the German army boasts no better 
troops than these.

Each 100 tons of mine run yield 
when screened about sixty tons of 
lump coal, eighteen tons of nut and 
twenty-two tons of slack coal, The 
slack is refuse and may or may not 
find a market at fifty cents a ton, 
The mercantile coal is the lump and 
nut, 78 tons out of each 100 
tons mined, which must carry in price 
to the consumer the additional cost of 
production, At present the lump coal 
sells to the consumer at $6.50 a ton 
and the nut at $5.50. 

The 90 cents a ton increase on mine 
run would work out at about $1.20 a 
ton increase on the lump and nut coal, 
So that lump now at $6.50 would nec- 
essarily be increased to $7.70, and nut 
now at $5.50 would be increased to 
$6.70.

Calder, minister of immigration and 


colonization, arrived here tonight and 


will spend a few weeks in the West. | 


He leaves here tonight for Regina. 
“The main purpose of my visit,’ 
said Mr. Calder “is to hold confer- 
ences with all the Western provincial 
governments regarding the problem 
of immigration, land settlement and 
soldier settlement. Similar confer- | 


ences will be held with Eastern pro-| 
vincial governments on my return 
there. I placed recently before the 


Dominion government a concrete pro- 
posal of the policy to be adopted as 
regards land settlement, including 
soldier settlement. My colleagues 
have agreed to the bruad principle 
of the policy proposed, which em- 
bodies the idea of full and direct co 
operation with the provinces, 
been authorized to confer with the

City Commissioners Get Returns 
| From Incinerator For Three 
| Months 


The superintendent of the streets de- 
partment has furnished the city com- 
missioners with a list of the returns of 
fruit and vegetables consumed at the 


| city incinerator since May. 

This is following the statements giv- 
jen out by the local food controller, to 
| which attention was called at the last 
council meeting by Ald. McCoppen, and 
it was then asked that a report might 
be furnished as to the amount of fruit 
consumed at the incinerator. 

The statements that considerable 
quantities of fruit and vegetables had 
been wasted were in a way, corrobor- 
ated by the Fire Marshal, who in his 
August report, said that a great deal 
of trouble had been caused in keeping 
the lanes clear from fruit which was 
thrown out. 
| Supt. Alton, in his report calls all 
the stuff delivered at the incinerator 
| vegetable refuse, because he says the 
wholesale houses had been sending the 
| stuff mixed, that is, fruit and vege- 
tables together. The names of the 
firms sending the stuff and the daily 
records are given. 

The total of vegetable refuse for 
May sent to the incinerator is 48,950 
Ibs.; for June 44,700 lbs. of vegetable 
refuse and 19,400 Ibs. of what is term- 
ed garbage; for July 21,800 Ibs. of 
vegetable refuse and 40,400 Ibs. of gar- 
bage, for August 22,400 lbs of vege- 
| table refuse and 3,700 Ibs of garbage. 
| Those sending the major portion of 
j the stuff to the incinerator include the

‘Alleged Confession of Mrs. Swain 
| States She Shot Husband and 


Burned Body to Cinders in Bush 


| Woman Is Committed £ 
Defendants Sent to Jail’ or Trial on Chi 


at Lac la Biche-—Testimony 


of Shooting and 
That Husband Had First fee 


ened to Shoot Her Is Given at the Preliminary Hearing 


Mrs. Wiews Swain, a half-breed, 
was given her preliminary hearing in 
the provincial police court Wednes- 
day evening before W. B. Hughes, 
J.P., Who committed her to stand trial 
on the charge of shooting and killing 
her husband in the Lac la Biche dis- 
trict last April. 

The alleged confession of the ac- 
| cused woman given to Deteotive H. L. 
Matheson of the provincial police, 
is that she first shot her husband In 
the face, then dragged his dead body 
into the bush, kindled a fire upon it 
and let it burn to cinders. The work 
occupied the time of the woman from 
early morning until dusk in the even- 
ing. On the, following day she re- 
turned to the place of the fire and 
| gathering up the bones, concealed 


them in various places in a muskeg. | 


When trst questioned by the de- 
tective regarding the disappearance 
of her husband, Mrs. Swain stated 
that on the 16th day of April last he 
became grieved with her and left her. 
She é6tated that a quarre! had arisen 
between them because she had want- 
ed to go and visit her own gon John- 
ny, and stated that her husband was 
Jealous because he thought she loved 
her son better than her husband, She 
held firmly to the story that her hus- 
band hed deserted her during several 
hours of questioning by the police. At 
length, fearing that they knew all 
about the disappearanco of her hus- 
band, she confessed the whole grew- 
some affair. 

The Fatal Quarrel 

It appears from the evidence given 
by Detective Matheson that on the 
morning of April 16th husband and 
wife went to visit their traps at Rag 


lake, when a quarrel arose between 
them. He threatened to kill her, to 
which she replied: ‘Kill me if you 


He carried a rifle and 
she a shotgun. He was preceding her 
in the path, and turning around 
pointed his rifle. She fired the con- 
tents of her gun into his face. He 
fell to the ground and died instantly 
with his rifle still clenched in 
hands. 

Then she goes on to tell how she 
dragged him into the bush some 20 
feet from the spot where she killed 
him, Kindled a fire and burned his 
body and buried his bones, She 
showed the detectives the spot, 12 
feet by 6, where she kindled the fire. 
23 paces from the edge of Poor lake. 
She then led them a half mile west 
from that place to the muskeg, where, 
in five different places, she stowed 
away the dead man's bones. 

An inquest was held by Coroner 
Braithwaite at Lac la Biche on Sep- 
tember 15th and the jury returned
